NOVEL ENGINEERING TRAINING 


Student of Journalism Gives Expert 
ence of "First Night Out.” 


The Philadelphia Electric Company 
has established a Department of Ca- 
det Engineering which i« not for mil* 
itary training as its name suggests, 
but for the training of students or 
graduates of technical schools by hav- 
ing them spend a definite time. in 
each of the engineering branches such 
as construction, operating, distribu- 
tion for a period of two years. 

Cadets entering the two-year course 
must be graduates of recognized sci- 
entific schools or have an education 
satisfactory to an examining commit- 
tee. They are expected to remain the 
entire two years and continuing in 
the permanent service of the com- 
pany if a satisfactory position can 
be arranged, altho neither the em- 
ployee nor the company is bound to 
continue the relations if not mutually 
satisfactory. 

A salary at the fate of $60 per 
month is paid during the first year 
and at a rate not less than $65 per 
month the second year.
